Q. Do you think there would 
•be any purpose served in re- 
opening the investigation of 
the assassination of John Ken- 
nedy? /: 

A. There is no doubt in my 
mind that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was the assassin and the sole 
assassin of President Kennedy.
